We have discussed this and I am in agreement that it is necessary to 

set up a Representation to facilitate cur work in the future* I do not 

understand, however, how one has arrived at the Idea that the person which 

should he placed inside tbs Representation should he BDTTOV, who for twelve 

years has not participated at all in the life of the imigrmtion and whose 

eoorgenoe on the scene inevitably would raise suspicion, which has happened* 

If it were necessary to have an inside man, which I can understand, I can f t 

understand why you have forgotten that I can be this person and that if 1 
he 

enter this /r-rnipletely natural and will not raise our suspicion. Quite 
tbs contrary now the question Is raised vty I an not In the BRA.
